Hon. C. M. Clay, .Ir., has returned from 
his political jaunt through 1-^tcrn Ken- 
tucky and resumed his position yester- 
day as President of the Constitutional 

convention. 
The friends of the State Afp4cnltura1 

and Mechanical Collc_'i' came out victor- 
ious in their linht to prevent the aboli- 
tion of the one-half cent tax for the bene- 
fit of said institution .\s finally adopted, 
the clause on this subject reails as fol- 
lows : 

Section 2. The bond of the Common- 
wealth issued in favor of the Board of 
Education for the sum of $1 ,;S27 ,000, shall 
constitute one bond for the Common- 
wealth in favor of the Board of Educa- 
tion, and this bond ami the .f7:>,.')f)() of the 
stock in the Bank uf Kentucky held, by 
the Board of Education, or its proceeds 

shall be held inviolate for the purpose of 
sustaining the system of common schools. 
The int«>re8t and dividends of said fund, 
together with any sum which may be 
produced by taxation or otherwise for 
|inip o.^es of common school education, 
shall be appropriated to the common 
schools, antl to no other purjiose. No 
sum shall be raised or collected for edu- 
cation other than fur tlie common schools 
until the question of taxation is sub- 
mitted to the legal test, and the majority 
of the votes cast at said election in favor 
of such taxation, provided, however, the 
tax now imjiox d for e luc.itional pur- 
j jioses and for tlu' endowment and main- 
tenance of the Agricultural and Mechan- 
' ical ColIe}:e shall remain until changed 

by law. 

Section ;'. was adopted without amend- 
m. tit. and is a- fojloNv.:: "The r.eneral 
.\s«emlily shall make provision by law 
for the payment of interest of naid school 
fund. The (iein ral .\«sembly may nuike 
provision for the sale of the stork in the 
I'-ank of Kentucky, and when sold, the 
t'ommon wealth shall execute a new bond 
to the BonnI of Kdueatlon, iiududing 
therein the jiroiccds of said bank >tock, 
and with same conditions and fur same 
purposes as the existing bond." 

After this was di.<posed of, the conven- 
tion went int<j a discussion uf tlie ques- 
tion as to what shall be done with the 
uncalled-for portion of the school fund.
